Schedule For 1956 Before Commissioners 


Mr. G. Ed Adams, Hartnell athletic director, appeared before the ASB commissioners 
at their regular meeting Monday noon to%xplain the 1956 football schedule and the work 
that went into its construction. é 

His main purpose was to explain the scheduling of the October 13 game with Boise, | are: Max Anderson, Jaimie Bareng, Ron Bernal, Hal Boutte, 


Idaho, and_ the director stated that 
it was the result of a last- minute 
effort on his part to fill that date. 
The commission had questioned the 
advisability of making the long trip 
on a guarantee of $1,600, which in 
their opinion would inevitably be 
a money-losing operation. 

Mr. Adams stated that the ath- 
letic department realized that it 
would be a money-losing venture at 
that ‘time, but in the long run it 
would attract more players to the 
Panther squad, produce a stronger 
team and subsequently draw more 
fans to other games. 

Three Away Games 

The director also pointed out 
that the Boise game was one of 
three “away” games that the Pan- 
thers will play next season. The 
other two are at San Jose and 
Menlo, comparatively closer sites. 
The other six games are home 
games and most of these on a 
home-and-home or split-gate setup 
and very profitable to Hartnell. 

Other good points about the 1956 
schedule brought out by Mr. Ad- 
ams were: 

1) The opening game of the sea- 
son is with Porterville on a $200 
guarantee. ‘The director stated that 
this is the beginning of a four-year 
pact with that school and will elim- 
inate the “headache of scheduling 
HAT first game.” 

2) The Panthers will play pow- 
erful Bakersfield in he second 
game of the season. The guaran- 
tee to them is $750. 

3) Over fifty players will be at- 
tracted to next year’s roster. 

4) All games wi be played on 
Saturday, thus completely eliminat- 
ing loss of school time by players.

THE COOL AND QUIET

Around the early forties, a new variation on jazz arose called “bop.” 
It stood for a few years as a very popular form of entertainment, then 
declined somewhat.. Since “’bop” has conrtibuted much to today’s jazz, it 
might be interesting to tell how it started. 

Two of the greatest jazz musicians of the time were Dizzy Gillespie 
and the ex-Charlie Parker. Affectionately known as “Diz” and “Yard- 
bird,” they have thrilled audiences over a good part of the world with 
their dynamic artistry on the trumpet and alto saxophone, respectively. 

In the early years of the Second World war when the great swing 
bands were losing their hold over the public, many musicians could be 
found around 52nd street in New York. Here jazz greats and lesser 
known performers played side by side in frequent jam sessions. 

One big source of annoyance to “Diz” and “Bird” was that many times 
they didn’t get a chance to play when they wanted to because during 
jam sessions everyone took turns soloing. Every time someone walked in 
that they wanted to impress, the bandstand seemed to be monopolized 
by other musicians. 

The two finally put their heads together and evolved a different style 
of playing. It served a double purpose because of its use of many small 


| notes where a few big ones had been and its intricate, unorthodox struc- 


ture. This took care of almost all their competition and furnished a 
showcase for their superb. technique besides. A 

Most of the other musicians couldn’t understand “bop” at first, and 
for the-ones who could, it moved so fast that they had a hard time
